olution. 

My ancestor, Wright Nicholson, 
was not born in Scotland or Eng- 
land as we have thought, but in 
America. His kirthplace may have 
been in Norfolk County, Va., where 
his grandfather, Wm, Nicholson, 
died in 1728, or in North Carolina, 
since the will of his father, George 
Nicholsen, is on file in Nashville, 
Nash County, N. C., in Will Book 1, 
page 12. 


In Grimes Abstract of North Car-

WRIGHT NICHOLSON’S 
REVOLUTIONARY RECORD 


Mr. A. S. Salley, secretary of the 
South Carolina Historical Commis- 
sion, sends this ‘information: 


We have a record of pay issued 
to Wright Nicholson for service in 
the Revolution. He was first a pri- 
vate and then a lieutenant in the 
militia before and after‘the fall of 
Charles Town, He 
dered considerable service because 
the amount of pay was £164:10s. 
He belonged to one of the Ninety 
Six District regiments and the com- 
missioners for settling the accounts 
of the Revolution delegated one of 
“number, Colonel Robert An- 
derson, to go around to the muster 
fields of the regiments of his dis- 


‘trict and collect the evidence of the 


services of the men and file his re- 
turn. From that return: individual 
bills were made out and Nicholson’s 
bill reads merely: “for Duty pr 
Co].. Anderson’s retin.” That of 
course does not tell us the times 
that he served or the battles that 
he served in. 


There are numerous printed sio- 
ries by survivors of the Revolution 
that sometimes inform us as to the 
presence of certain persons in cer- 
tain battles. Many of these publica- 
tidns are hard to find. They were 
contributed to magazines and news- 
papers or published in pamphlets. 
There is much indifference

THOMAS ADAMS OF VIRGINIA 


All true history comes from the 
jips or pens of those who were pres- 
ent when the events occurred. 

Hiram Adams, son of Thomas, 
said his father told him he was of 
the family of Thomas Adams of 
Virginia who had brothers, Richard 
and William. Richard signed 
Bill of Rights before the Declara- 
tion of Independence. Much work 
has been done in securing informa- 
tion, but there were numerous 
names of Adams families and hun- 
dreds of Revolutionary soldiers, and 
the task so far has not yet been un- 
dertaken 

Thomas Adams who came to 
Edgefield County received person- 
ally four grants of land from 1763 
to 1771. Whether he came ,to South 
Carolina immediately on receiving 
the first grant of 300 acres is not 
known. . 

Dr. Joseph Quincy Adams, his 
grandson, son of Richard Wright 
Adams, wrote in 1918: “Thomas 
Adams came from Virginia, He 
Jive Ad near the old Nicholson Btive 
yard. 

“T have seen an old. grave there 
which Cousin James Adams (son 
of Josenh Adams) pointed out to 
me as his, with T. A. cut on a rock 
at the head of it. He and. two bro- 
thers came to Edgefield County be- 
fore the Revolutionary War and 
settled on large grants of land from 
King George Il. The two hrothers 
became dissatisfied and sold out to 
my grandfather, Thomas, and they 
returned to Virginia.”

He 
must have left no family and was 
probably unmarried. 


This John Douglass was in the 
Revolutionary war. He _ lived in 
what is now Saluda county. It is

ential and substantial names on the 
Saluda side of Edgefield County. 
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The will of John Douglass was 
one of the oldest wills recorded in 
Edgefield County. He seemed to 
have much land and possessions for 
that day and time. He died the 
same year as George Washington, 
the Father of his Country. 


Rev. John Gordon Douglass, 
(Presbyterian minister and _ poet, 
wrote the author of this book that 
the double s in the name Douglass 
indicated the Scottish clan of the 
Lady of the Lake.

He died at 
his residence in this district, aged

served as deacon for a quarter of 
a century. He was for some time 
treasurer of Edgefield Baptist asso- 
ciation. Wright N. Moore, built the

His last illness was caused by 
attendance on the association at 
Gilgal when he was still a conva- 
lescent. One of his last remarks 
was to his daughter, Susan,. when 
he. said to her, “I have done what 
I-could and have given all things 
into the Master’s hands.”

Years ago fire destroyed the Big 
House, the family was scattered far 
and wide; the plantation passed in- 
to other hands, only the family bu- 
rying ground remaining in perpetu- 
ily in possession of the descendants 
of the pioneers. There, in a ceday- 
shaded grove, rest the pioneers and 


some of their children. Nearby are - 


buried many of the family servants. 
Together they await the final resur-

Wright Nicholson was well edu- 
cated, a teacher and.a great read- 
er; his. wife was energetic and am- 
bitious. They were pioneers of the 
Beptist faith in their section, and 
their home was always the home of 
the visiting preachers. Their chil- 
dren occupied places of honor in 
the community, as their descend- 
ants still do, wherever located. 
Harriet Nicholson survived her hus- 


band nearly 30 years, dying at 93,: 


loved by the whole countryside, 
and by the darkies, to whom she 
was still “Old Miss.” 

In 1859 Wright and Harriet Nich- 
olson made a- visit back to their 
former home in Edgefield, nearly 
30 years after they had left it. En 
route, they stopped by Mary Sharpe
